Roadwork Set For 109 Streets

The start of spring marked 
the start of a busy season for 
roadwork in Quincy, with 
projects planned for 109 
streets across the city. 

The projects will include 
the replacement of water 
mains, re-lining of sewer 
mains, paving, microseal- 
ing and sidewalk repairs. 
The work began in April 
and will continue through 
the fall, with final paving on

some projects taking place 
next spring. 

City officials and rep- 
resentatives from the engi- 
neering firms designing the 
projects hosted a series of 
community meetings on the 
roadwork starting in April 
and continuing through last 
week. 

At the community meet- 
ing for Ward 5 residents, 
held May | at Central Mid- 
dle School, Joseph Shea, 


an engineer with the firm 
Woodard & Curran, pro- 
vided an overview of the 
work set to take place. The 
50 or so residents on hand 
then had the chance to break 
out into smaller groups to 
discuss the projects taking 
place on their streets. Resi- 
dents were also provided 
with contact information for 
the contractor performing 
the work and the engineer- 
ing firm or city staff that de- 


signed the project. 

The roadwork is part of 
a five-year initiative to im- 
prove Quincy’s streets and 
sidewalks as well as the 
city-owned _ infrastructure 
beneath them. 

“The city has a five-year 
rolling program,” Shea said.

we're going to do this all 
next year and the year after.” 

The City Council in 2018 
approved .Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s request for a $17 
million bond for the re- 
construction and repair of 
streets, an $8.5 million bond 
for the replacement and re- 
pair of water mains, and 


$14.25 million in financing 
for water system improve- 
ments through a Massachu- 
setts Water Resources Au- 
thority program that offers 
interest-free, ten-year loans 
for eligible projects. Addi- 
tional funding for the proj- 
ects, Shea said, will come 
from Chapter 90 money 
from the state and the city’s 


sewer and drain rehabilita- 
tion fund, which developers 
pay into when they construct 
new buildings in the city. 
The city is coordinat- 
ing its infrastructure work 
with National Grid, which 
owns the gas mains under 
city streets, to ensure the 
utility company completes 
its planned work before the 
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streets are paved, Shea said. 
National Grid’s months- 
long lockout of the com- 
pany’s gas workers meant 
some road projects sched- 
uled for last year had to wait 
until this year. 

“Because of their la- 
bor dispute...they’re about 
eight months behind sched- 
ule. Some of you may have 
been told you were getting a 
new roadway last year — Na- 
tional Grid didn’t fix the gas 
main, so we didn’t pave the 
roadway,” Shea said. 

Water mains will be re- 


placed on Fairmount Way, 
Lawton Road, Monroe 
Road, Phillips Street and 
Vassall Street in Ward 5. 
Other ‘streets in the city 
where water mains will be 
replaced include Belmont 
Street, Butler Road, Free- 
man Street, Hughes Street, 
Quarry Street, Taylor Street, 
Tyler Street, Vane Street and 
Winthrop Avenue. 

A temporary water main 
will be placed along the 
street and connected to each 
house; temporary fire hy- 
drants are also installed as 


part of the process. The con- 
tractors will use gravel to 
create ramps between drive- 
ways and the road to protect 
water mains. 

Once the new _ water 
mains are installed, the 
trench is allowed to settle 
over the course of the win- 
ter.

Although the Quincy 
Public School student popu- 
lation continues to increase; 
officials are working to 
provide the space needed 
to. accommodate a growing 
school system. 

During the May 1 school 
committee meeting, Super- 
intendent Dr. Richard De- 
Cristofaro gave an overview 
of the district’s: “challenges 
and opportunities” - a de- 
tailed look at. enrollment 
numbers ‘and options for 
classroom’ space and pro- 
grams. 

“We're looking at site 
enrollment, shifts, trends, 
and class sizes,” said De- 
Cristofaro. “We also look 
at enroliment and space and 
program considerations.” 

Over-the past decade, the 
school system has added 


more than 500 students. 

“This is a significant in- 
crease,” said DeCristofaro. 

In the 2009-10 school 
year, there were 9,169 stu- 
dents. This year, there are 
9,706. 

The student population 
is up 53 students this year 
from last year. 

“Not a significant in- 
crease over the past year,” 
DeCristofaro said. 

‘ The elementary schools 
have increased by nearly 
300 students in the past 10 
years and has increased by 
22 students this year over 
last year. 

The middle school level 
is up by just under 200 more 
students over the past de- 
cade. In the past year, there 
are seven additional stu- 
dents.

Quincy’s House delega- 
tion — Majority Leader Ron 
Mariario, ‘and state Reps.

subsequently increasing the 
threat of obesity. | 

¢ Eight studies examined 
the impact of weight cycling 
on weight gain and obesity 
risk. Three studies reported 
that weight cycling appears 
to increase-the probability of 
future weight gain. 

* Of the studies that ex- 
amined the risk of type 2 
diabetes, the majority, 76%, 
determined that weight cy- 
cling did not increase blood 
sugar levels or increase risk 
of type 2 diabetes. 

_ Consequently, the re- 
searchers concluded” that 
there’s inadequate evidence 
to support a connection be- 
tween yo-yo dieting and in- 
creased risk of obesity. 

However, a new study 


found that women who 
lost at least 10 pounds, but 
subsequently gained that 
weight back within a year, 
were more likely to possess 
risk factors for heart disease. 
Findings indicated that the 
more times a person utilized 
a yo-yo diet, correlated with 
poorer heart health. Yo-yo 
dieting also wasn’t useful 
in assisting women to main- 
tain their weight in a healthy 
range. The study found that 
yo-yo: dieters were 82 % 
less likely to be at an ideal 
weight. 

Researchers at Columbia 
University Medical Center 
in New York City noted that 
weight cycling is extremely 
commonplace with the span 
being zero to 20 cycles and 
a that history of one or more 
episodes of weight cycling 
was associated with a poorer 
health score.

BMI 
is an approximation of a 
person’s body fat based on 
height and weight measure- 
ments. ‘A normal BMI is 
between 18.5 and 24.9, ac- 


" cording to the U.S. National 


Heart, Lung, and Blood 
Institute. Overweight is be- 
tween 25 and 29.9, and over 
30 is considered to be in the 
obese range: Almost three- 
quarters of these women re- 
ported yo-yo dieting at least 
once. 

The researchers exam- 
inéd ‘the women’s heart 
health utilizing the Ameri- 
can Heart Association’s 
“Life Simple 7” recommen- 
dations. These consist of 
seven factors that are consid- 
ered to be a measure of how 
successfully people control 
their heart disease risk fac- 
tors. The seven measures 
incorporate eating healthy, 
exercising regularly, losing 
weight, smoking cessation, 
and g blood .pres- 
sure, . ‘and blood 
glucose levels.

rapidly regained the weight, 
the worse her score was. 
Women who had never been 
pregnant seemed to be more 
impacted by the effects of 
yo-yo dieting, and these 
women were most likely 
younger, demonstrating the 
link between early onset of 
yo-yo dieting and increased 
cardievascular risks. Al- 
though this study didn’t 
prove a_ cause-and-effect 
relationship, researchers ob- 
served that when you lose 
weight, you are inclined to 
lose lean muscle, and when 
you regain it, it’s frequently 
fat, more often fat that set- 
tles in the abdomen, which 
is associated with a higher 
risk of heart disease. 
Samantha Heller, a nutri- 
tionist with NYU Langone 
Health in New York. City, 
explains that our bodies 
don’t comprehend why we 
do or do not have food they 
just know when they have 
received enough nutrients to 
survive. If a person has been 
on a restrictive diet, and 
then resumes eating again, 
the body may start conserv- 
ing what it can because it 
doesn’t know when food 
will resume again. The body

is just attempting to keep 
you alive, and over time, it 
becomes more efficient at 
performing this. 

Heller said your body 
will impel you to get food if 
it thinks you need it. That’s 
the body pushing you to eat 
and keep it alive. She sug- 
gests trying to adopt a di- 
etary pattern that you can 
follow: long-term, advising 
a mostly plant-based diet, 
such as the Mediterranean 
diet. 

Scientists agree that mak- 
ing small changes that don’t 
cause a rebound effect and 
are sustainable, are more ef- 
ficacious and beneficial for 
maintaining your health.

Dear Rusty: My young daughter is disabled, and I am’ 
trying to make ends, meet financially. Can you help with a' 
child’s SSI claim? Signed: Needy Mother — . : 

Dear Needy Mother: “SSI”, or “Supplemental Security 
Income,” is a Federal benefit program administered by, but 
separate from Social Security. SSI is available for low-in- 
come disabled seniors and disabled minor children. As your 
daughter’s patent you must apply directly with the Social - 
Security Administration (you cannot apply online). You can 
do this at the general SSA number (1-800-772-1213) or at 
your local Social Security office, which you can find by go- 
ing to www.ssa.gov/locator. Here; you can enter your zip 
code and get back contact information for your local office, 
including location, hours, and telephone number to call. 

You should call first to make an appointment so as to 
spéed up the SSI application process and avoid long wait | 
times. In order to expedite the application, you should first 
complete a Child Disability Report which will ask you to! - 
provide detailed information about the child and the child’s ' 
medical condition. A child is considered disabled if suffer- i 
ing from physical or mental impairment which causes a se- *

“Our goal is to keep

The department also re- 
sponds to concerns from 
residents about unsanitary 
conditions in their neighbor- 
hood and has recently hired 
a new inspector focused on 
keeping rodents, including 
rats, in check. 

“We deal with-unsanitary 
conditions that you might 
see outside in a yard — peo- 
ple complain about a neigh- 
bor. And one of the larger 
things we’re dealing ‘with 
right now is rodents — rats,” 


Jones said. “That’s a big 


portion of what our inspec- 
tors do and now we actually 
have a dedicated health in- 
spector to deal just with ro- 
dent calls ~ with rat calls.” 

’ The, nursing division 
where Jones formerly 
worked is responsible for 
investigating communicable 
diseases, including tubercu- 


losis and foodborne illness- 


es, and inspects and licenses 
camps. 

“We have to an inves- 
tigation of communicable 
diseases. We do investiga- 
tion of TB cases under the 
communicable — diseases, 
but things like foodborne 
illness, ‘salmonella cases, 
measles, mumps — things 
like that that come into play. 
That’s more in the nursing 
division,” she said. 

“We also do inspections 
as part of. the nursing divi- 
sion. We do camp inspec- 


tions. We do inspections of: 


body art facilities. We do 
licensing for both of those 
and inspections for both of 
those: We do some vaccina- 
tions — not as any as we

Measles is a highly com- 
municable diseases, Jones 
said, and the seriousness 
of its return should not be 
downplayed. 

“People say, ‘well, when 
[ was a kid, if one kid had 
measles, they took all the 
kids and put them in the 
same room so everyone 
would get the measles and 
get over it, why is it such a 
big deal now?’” Jones said. 

“Well, first of all, it’s 
been eradicated and now 
it’s back again and that’s a 
big deal for any diseases. 
Second of all, we have a lot 
of people that have immune 
system issues. We have a lot 
more people being treated 
with chemotherapy for dif- 
ferent types of cancers or 
different kinds of diseases, 
which puts a strain on your 
immune system so now 
you’re more susceptible to 
catching these kinds of dis- 
eases. 

“We have people with 
HIV and AIDS, immune 
system diseases, that are 


very susceptible, Even if

The Quincy Health De- 
partment does offer some 
vaccinations for adults, in- 
cluding tetanus shots and 
hepatitis A in. cases of an 
outbreak. The department 
formerly offered the flu vac- 
cine as well, but demand for 
that dropped considerably 
once the state allowed phar- 
macists to give flu shots, 
Jones said. 

The department does 
not offer vaccinations to 
children, she said, because 
those are better left to pedia- 
tricians. 

“Childhood vaccine re- 
ally should be done through 


a pediatrician - Kids need to 


20Ib.

have their yearly checkup 


_and they need a whole bunch 


of different vaccines that 
some kids will have a reac- 
tion to, a fever or whatever, 
so we feel in our department 
that kids should go to their 
pediatrician,” Jones said. 

The warmer months are 
a busy time for the Health 
Department, with mosquito 
and tick season in full swing. 
The department offers guid- 
ance on the city’s website, 
quincyma.gov, on how to 
avoid catching mosquito- 
and tick-borne illnesses. 

The department also tests 
water quality at the city’s 10 
municipal beaches; the state 
tests Wollaston Beach. 

“They (DCR) do Wol- 
jaston but we do all of the 
other beaches...The beach 
testing is done on a weekly 
basis once the season comes 
in. If their counts are high 
the beaches are closed and 
then they’re retested,” Jones 
said. 

“Everything is posted, 
including the DCR Wol- 
laston Beach results and 
all the other results, on the 
city’s webpage and we have 
a dedicated beach line.in the 
summer so people can call 
and make sure the beaches 
are open. If not, they can 
swim at their own risk.” 

. Water quality at the city’s 
beaches, she added, has im- 
proved in recent years. 

“You do have some times 
that the beaches, the counts

are high. Usually after a 
heavy rain you'll see the 
beach counts will be high,” 
she said. “But, if you go 
back and look at our beach- 
es for the last couple years, 
they’ve done pretty well. 
Beach testing is a great way 
to let residents know what’s 
going on. Can they swim? Is 
it safe to swim? 

“But, for the most part, 
I think the beaches that we 

test have done very well in 
the last couple years.” 

As health commissioner, 
Jones also sits on the city’s 
Board of License Commis- 
sioners, along -with City 
Clerk Nicole Crispo, In- 
spectional Services Director 
Jay Duca, Fire Chief “Jack 
Cadegan and Police Chief 
Paul Keenan. 

Jones said she has en- 
joyed her time on the licens- 
ing board since she joined it. 

“Tt’s a fairly new role 
to me. I enjoy it,” she said. 
“Tt’s something different 
for me and I enjoy being in- 
volved in it and I’m Jearning 
quite a bit.”

imaging,” O’Donnell’ said. 
“We are proud of the effort 
undertaken to transcribe 
images of handwritten land 
documents dating back from 
1793 to 1900. With the tran- 
scription process complete, 
we now have all our land 
documents, approximately 
8,000,000, available at our 
website www.norfolkdeeds. 
org.” ° 

O’Donnell further stat- 
ed, “We are extraordinarily 
proud that the Norfolk

My grandmother recently passed away and I’d like to 
upcycle some of her clothing to remember her by. Ide- 
ally, I’d like to be able to display it in my home. Any 
creative inspirations for me? Evelyn 

There are lots of ways to do this. The first isa memory 
quilt where the fabric is either cut and sewn together like 
a patchwork quilt or fashioned into an: appliqué quilt for 
smaller items like a christening gown. If you have ever seen 
a T-shirt quilt like one made from a collection of concert 
Ts, this is an example of a memory quilt. I made my first 
memory quilt for my husband in 1996 with T-shirts from 
the 100th running of the Boston Marathon. I am currently 
working on another memory quilt, making a wall hanging 
from embroidered tablecloths and crocheted doilies and, as 
I stitch it together, I feel like I’m connected to the original 
owner! ' 

Clothing can also be made into pillows. I’ve made cool 
pillows using neckties, but my favorite pillows have been 
those made from Boy or Girl Scout uniforms, neckerchiefs, 
and/or sashes full of badges. 

But we are only limited by our imagination. (I have a 
framed saying in my design studio which says: Never un- 
derestimate the power of a woman with a sewing machine!). 
For example, if your grandmother loved to cook, I'd suggest 
you use pieces of her clothing to make a few aprons for 
yourself, 

In a similar vein, I’ ve upcycled closed-toe shoes or boots 
and flat-bottomed pocket books into memory pieces as well. 
These items make conversation-piece, floral arrangements 
by adding silk flowers to them. The most common ones I 
have made have been from a bride’s wedding shoes.

Input For QPS Budget

It’s officially budget 
season. On Monday night, 
Mayor Koch unveiled his 
Fiscal: Year 2020 Budget 
proposal to the city council 
and with it gave his bottom- 
line number for Quincy 
Public Schools (QPS) to 
work with. This year, it is 
proposed that the.QPS bud- 
get be increased by 5% to 
$110,209,569 — accounting 
for a total of 34% of the en- 
tire budget. 

This increase in funding 
will allow my School Com- 
mittee colleagues and me to 
maintain small class sizes, 
provide teachers with the 
tools they need to be suc- 
cessful, and: expand exist- 
ing programs. In.the weeks 
ahead, we have five public 
meetings scheduled to dis- 
cuss the budget; the first on 
May 13, and the final meet- 
ing; at which we will ap- 
prove a budget, on June 12. 
It is important to me that the 


budget reflect the values of 
our community, so I wanted 
to take a moment to ask you 
about your priorities and 
ideas for QPS. 

Thus far, the school com- 
mittee has received budget 
requests to add a high-level 
data analyst to the admin- 
istrative staff, add a second 
choral director for the high 
schools, and increase the 
availability of professional 
development for our health 
teachers so that we can ex- 
pand our health curriculum. 

In addition to these re- 
quests, I would like to tran- 
sition our lunch programs 
away from styrofoam trays 
and toward green alterna- 
tives, hire more paraprofes- 
sionals so that our sharply 
increasing special education 
population receives the edu- 
cation they are entitled to, 
and continue to increase the 
resources available to our 
career and technical educa- 
tion programs at both high 
schools. 

In last year’s budget, the 
school committee added an 


English Language Learner 
teacher, an Occupational 
Education teacher, three 
full-time and one part-time 
special education teachers, 
and three digital literacy 
teachers. We also increased 
the daily stipend for sub- 
stitute teachers so that we 
could become more com- 
petitive in the region and 
ensure that our substitutes 
are of the highest quality. 

Our focus last year re- 
flected the value that we 
place on small class sizes 
and retaining top-tier educa- 
tors — I expect this trend to 
continue this year. 

I am proud to represent 
you every day on the School 
Committee and I believe 
that if we work together we 
can make Quincy a better ~ 
place to raise. a family. If

friends to’ honor the fight- 
ing men from Quincy who 
‘fought in one of the Marine 
Corps epic battles of World 
War Il,” said Master Ser- 
geant William. Topham of 
the Leatherneck Honors So- 
ciety of Massachusetts. 

Topham read an account 

of Caddy’s ultimate sacri- 
fice on March 3, 1945, a day 
of “incredible violence and 
unbelievable heroism” on 

‘ the Japanese island of [wo 
Jima. 

Caddy was leading his 
’ Marine unit that took cover 
in.a shell hole after coming 
under fire while advanc- 
ing against Japanese forces... 
They were pinned down for 
more than three hours, en- 
during a constant barrage of 
bullets and grenades. 

“PFC Caddy was 
slouched with two other 
Marines in a shell hole near 
base of a hill with his back 
against one of. the , sandy 
sides of the crater, gasping 
for breath and shaking from 
a combination of fear and 
exhaustion and wondering 
what would happen next,” 
said Topham. “Small arms 
fire snorted overhead as gre- 
nades exploded yards away 
in no man’s land.” 

As one Marine made his 
“way to the lip of the hole 
to get a view of a sniper’s 
nest, a grenade came flying 
through the air and landed 
directly into the hole. 

“Only PFC Caddy saw 
the grenade,” said Topham. 
“Without a word, he lunged 
on top of the missive mis- 
sile and -took the full blast 
in his chest and. stomach. 
He smothered the explosion 
with his body, protecting his 
comrades from serious in- 

For his” heroic action, 
President Harry” Truman 
awarded Caddy the Medal 
of Honor posthumously. 
It read in part that “among 
the men who fought on Iwo 
Jima, uncommon valor was 

a common virtue.” 

Topham said Caddy was 

a.well-regarded squad lead- 


er, an expert rifleman, with - 


a strong sense of discipline 
and “above all a complete 
dedication to his comrades, 
a devotion that claimed 

: him life and earned him the 
Medal of Honor.” 

Added Topham, “It’s 
amazing what one young 
Marine can do, one young 
man gave up his life defend- 
ing his brothers.” 

He noted that although 
Iwo Jima was the scene 
of one of the most brutal 
battles in this country’s his- 
tory with more than 6,000 
American soldiers killed, it 
also had some of the most 
heroic feats with 27 Medal 
of Honor recipients. 

The island, located about 
750 miles off the coast of 


ers believed could serve as 
a staging area for US war- 
planes to raid the Japanese 
mainland. Iwo Jima had 


been invaded by American — 


forces just a few weeks be- 
fore the day Caddy died. 

Former Union Congrega- 
tional Church pastor, Rev. 
John Swanson, now pastor 
of First Church of Christ in 
Lynn; teferred to the Easter 
season and Caddy’s young 
age of 19 when he saved his 
fellow Marines. 

“Behind Semper Fi, the 
flag, and the anthem, you 
need to remember PFC 
Caddy was a kid,” said 
Swanson. “Think about it. 
He probably liked choco- 
late (Easter) bunnies more 


than girls two years before . 


he put on the uniform of the 
(Marine) corps...the forever 
young were young.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
noted Caddy was a gradu- 
ate of North Quincy High 
School and “walked . the 
halls of that school.” 

“A man is not dead if 
he’s remembered,” said. 
Koch. “This park is named 
in his honor and his family 
remembers him and through 
his comrades of the. Caddy 
post, he is remembered, and 
will always be remembered 
by this community.”: 

The mayor noted in 
North Quincy high’s atrium 
is a memorial honoring all 
North -Quincy high gradu- 
ates who served in conflicts. 

In addition to Caddy, 

there are four other service- 
men who have individual 
honors: Army Air Force 
Gen. Charles Sweeney who 
was involved in dropping 
both atomic bombs on Ja- 
pan during WWII, includ- 
ing piloting the plane that 
attacked Nagasaki; Navy 
aviator Capt. Dick Stratton, 
Vietnam War POW; Medal. 
of Honor recipient Marine 
Major Everett Pope, hon- 
ored for Jeading a WWII 
assault against Japanese sui- 
cide attacks in Peleliu; and 
Airman Alan Brudno, who 
was held prisoner for 7 % 
years in Vietnam, the lon- 
gest of any US serviceman 
in history. 

Koch gave anod to WWII 
veteran Rosario Santoro and 
Korean War Marine veteran 
Joseph Dunford Sr. who 
were in attendance. Dunford 
is the father of the Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs, of Staff 
Joseph Dunford. 

William Caddy Detach- 
ment Marine Corps League 
Commander Dan Dewey 
escorted Caddy’s niece, 
Sherri Holleran, in placing 
a wreath at the memorial. 
Taps were played by Ameri- 
can Legion member Robert 
LaFleur.

National Anthem” and 
“Amazing Grace.” His wife,
